and are seeking refuge in the moon- 
tains. In addition (itarsa's band has 
been completely rented with grsst loss 
in killed, wouiidod and priBoners. Near* 
ly all the remainder of his band snrren- 
dercd. 

A detachment of government troops 
in Santa Cruz del Sur h;i.s di^jx TM d thy 
retx 1 band led by Uontego. The in- 
HuiKents left thrM Mad b«mnd them in 
thea- tlight. 

The troops nnder the command of 
General Salcedo are still in close pur- 
suit of the Burvivors of Maceo's band of 
rebels. The rebels refuse to give battle 
,to their pnrsucr^s. and it is thought that 
they are completely demoralized bv the 
defeat inflicted on them by General Sal- 
cedoa. A detachment of the fleeing 
band ww overtaken and surprised at 
Amqro Hondo. They made a feeble at- 
tempt at rmistance.bnt were pat to flight. 
Nine of them were killed and many 
wonnded. The troops lost two killed 
and five wonnded.

New Yokk, April 30. — Fire started 
after midnight in the ti-story brick 
building, 40 to 42 North Moore street, 
\\ hioh was ooonpM hj J. H. llohlmau 
& Company, wholesale grocers. The 
lii-e was not discovered until the build- 
ing caved in. Patrolman Grannls of 
the Leonard street station heard the 
crash, and saw tongues of flames shoot 
high into the air. 

The great space oocupied hj the fallen 
building was a mass of name, which was 
subdued in short order by the firemen, 
who turned a dozen streanu of water 
ou the roaring furnace. In less than 16 
minutes the tire was under complete 
conti(jl. 

The six floors and basement of the 
burned building were heavilv stocked 
with goods, the value of which was es- 
timated at (80,000. The total loss is 

$;.'),ooo.

Ei'iN.M,, April ?.0.— The minister of 
the interior, M. Leygues, wlio is visit- 
in^.' with ins staff the diilerent villages 
which have suffered from the inunda- 
tion, is doing everything possible to 
snocor the homeless. A scene of deso- 
lation is presented in the flooded dis- 
tricts. Everything is covered with a 
thick layer of mud. and on all sides a:(' 
to be seen tho remains of broken furni- 
ture, the trunks of trees and the ruins 
of honses. 

The minister, who was driving in n 
coach, was obliged to alight and walk 
into the vill.ige of Uzegeni, where he 
met a long funeral procession composed 
of villages, who were escwting the 
bodies of the victims of the flood to the 
little church, while the bell in the 
steeple k( pt up a doleful tolling.- To 
make the scene still more gruesome in 
some of tho cottages candles were burn- 
ing besides the corpses, which .were 
8x>ntobe taken to the same church, 
and fkom there to the mnd-covored 
cemetery. A steady rain adds to !he 
horror of the situation. 

The detachments of trooiw wliich have 
been sent to the scene are as>i.sting the 
uihabitants to clear the ro:uis from 
debris and to re.^cue pmiKM ty v. herever 
possible. Leygues sj)oke to the soldiers 
at work and t ncoura;,'ed them in tlioir 
efforts to assist the distressed peojj'.e. 
He also expressed to the mavor the sym- 
pathy of tl'.e gijM rnment with the jk-o- 
l)le in their trouble.

Three iiieii w -re injured, none of tli' Mi 
ser;o\i.siy, however, and it reijuired t.u 
I iresence of iK) oflloen to quell the dis- 
turbaiuo.

Veslerdav W.is the lirsf of the eoal- 
hcaviiig s. as.)ii and before work be;,'aii 
on the first barge, tlie Rjchanlsou com- 
pany announced tiiat it woulil not jiay 
the old rate of l:J cents, but would cut 
the price to S cents. The union men re- 
fused to accept the cut and the work 
proceeded with nonunion men. 

In the afternoon :{oo union nim 
marched to the di ick and demanded that 
the nonunion men stop work. They re- 
fu.sed and the mob at 'iiice attacked 
them. The comi)any had anticip.ited 
trouble and .secur-;il tlie detail of four 
policemen to protect their men. Sfv- 
cral <if the crowd managed to get in tin- 
rear of Officer Strc-t^^r, ,ind making a 
rusli on him threw him down and jiro- 
coeded to kick liim about the hea 1 and 
body. They, in sinte of the efforts of 
the other olHccrs. drove all the work- 
men away from the derricks, and com- 
pelled Work to cea.se for about an iiour. 

The three officers, seeing tluit they 
were unable to make any headway 
against the mob, sent word to the Ruw- 
son Street police st^ition for ossistAuce, 
and in a few minutes 20 officers, under 
Captain Koch, arrived at the seen-. 
They quickly drove back the crowd, tmt 
were compeUed to fire several shots in 
the air to cowe the strikers. A small 
detail waR taen left to guard the dock, 
and the work prog r ess e d without fur- 
ther interruption. 

The Richardson company declared 
that it reduced the scale because the 
men could make (4 a day at 8 cent a 
ton, and they thought that under the 
present oon-Mtions at business, that was 
enough for them to pay. Several other 
cool firms have declared that they will 
not pay more thui Scents and more 
trouble is looked for when the coal sea- 
son is fairly on. 

Were Dt-ad Knny. 
NoRWALK, O., April 30.— Several of 
the merchants of tiiis city have been 
v'ctimizcd by a slick-tongned stranger, 
w ho n ',)ri>sented himself to be a SAies- 
man for a company in Painesville, who 
liad 35,000 bushels of potatoes to sell. 
He offered them lots of 60 bushels or 
more at 00 cents a boshel and required 
that Scents should be paid in advance 
on ea(*h bushel to pay for sacking. Some 
of the grooerymen he approached were 
ciisy victims, and handed over ^.50 to 
pay for the 60 sacks; but they never saw 
the siicksorthe potatoes. The man is

GORINTO COMPROMISE 

Great Britain and Nicaragua 
IMay Settle Ttieir Differences. 



THE ULTIMATUM IS MODIHEO. 

Nicaragua Will Have Two Wei-ks' Tiiue to 
Pay tho Indemalty Omaaadod — Tha 

British Troop* Are to Be Witlidrawn at 
Once— A Mixed CoiuiiilMlon to Finally 
Srttio tlie Air.ilr. 

Managua, April 80.— A proposition 
of compromise and immediate evacua- 

tion of ( 'oi intu by the British is now 
under cou^uleialion betwe. n Wa«Jin„' 
ton, London and ilie autiiorities i:.-vi^. 
The proixisitioi) embraces the foUowiii;.; 
essential iK)ints: 

First— Nic.-iragua is to pay sJTT.TitW at 
London within two wi-eks. 

.sJccoiid — The Hntisli forces are to l>e 
iinniediately withdrawn from ("onnto, 
without wait ing for the two weeks to 
ela^ise. 

'Ihirl — A mixed c immissiou of arbi- 
tration is to pass on the (lemaiifis of 
(jreat Britain in e^ces.s of the |7.'>,000 
claim, such eonimissioii to Ije consti- 
tuted in a manner satisfactory to the 
United States and Nicaragua. 

The foregoing terms, it is believed, 
will be accepted by President Zelaya 
and his cabinet. It is understood that 
the suggestion of settlement came from 
the Nicaragua republic representative 
at Washington and it is believed that 
such an adjustment would be agreeable 
to the United States authorities. If 
Nicaragua's acceptance is given th» 
proposition will be urged ou the London 
foreign office and it is believed they will 
be accepted.

The pretext is Indian claims to a large 
tract of land in the Devil's Lake diB» 
trict, about nine millions of whioh 
tlie United titates has assumed title tOy 
but which it is generally conceded tha 
Indians had certiun treaty rights. 

American ludiiuis and half-breeds 
seem satisfied to await the deliberations 
of the United States commissioners in 
settling the question, but the Canadian 
half-breeds, wlioae claim is denied and 
seems to be without equity, persist in 
asserting claim, disturbing settlers, ex- 
citing American half-breeds, commit- 
ting timber depredations, and going 
even to the extent of burning houses In 
their district, creating shif tlessness and 
disrespect of law. They use Uiepaze 
bloods as oatspaws, so as to give tlie af- 
fair the rapearance of iosooli to the 
Indians, bat 800 assembled Sunday to 
resist Marshal Cnman's attMnpt to take 
away Demorc, aoonsed of borning gov- 
ernment timber. 

Intimidation proceeds from half* 
breeds, but the Indians, only seven in 
number, were need as mouth pieces. 
There can be no doubt as to the eidst* 
enoe of the deplorable state of affairs 
and the necessity of prompt uid vigor- 
ous action. Mushal Oronan intends to 
lay the matter before Judge Thomas, 
and reijuest order for use of tne military, 
as the circumstances dearly indicate tne 
situation with which civil anthoritj is 
uuablc to cope.

Timely Suggestions Concerning the 
If leettoa of Members of the 
Ooaoral Assembly. 

[Frankfort Capital.] 

One who has been near the General 
Assembly of Kentucky for many sessions 

of that budv, has opinions respecting the 
defects in the Legislative department of 

the State, iliat are convictions fixed by 
the ir^efra^;able facts of the case. It is 
true that the stream cannot rise abave 
itrt rtonrce, but no observant attendant 
upon the Li';;islative Assemblies in 
Frniikfort forforly years past, can fail to 
know ttiat the avera;:*' niembersliip of 
the r,eL'islative«l.-pailiuent has not fairly 
represented the peoi>le of Kentucky in 
intellitjence ami correct a))preciatioii of 
the iiecos-fitie-^ of tlie Conitnonwealth. 
There are >;ooil men for tlic ]iiace in every 
treneral Assemtdy, without lesnect to 
party jtolitics, t)ut unfortunately this 
iractional part of the body is so handi- 
capped by the ignorance, incapacity, 
demagogy and indifference to the general 
welfare, in severalty, of the atjgrejrate 
superiority of numbers that the better 
element is powerless for good. Good 
common sense is as etiu-ient in legislation 
as legal knnwledu'e and literary accom- 
plishment. Business capacity Is as nec- 
essary to a Legislative Asseusbly as legal 
aeamen or professional skill, oat with 
an this, the general welfare cannot be 
promoted by legislators whose scope of 
vision does not extend beyond the 
boundaries of their own districts. " My 
people" and " my district," and the efifect 
of legislating upon such lines instead of 
looking over the entire State and con- 
sidering the general welfare, regardless of 
tlie special interests of localities, has cost 
the iState and the people more money 
and greater inconvenience than any • itlier 
feature of nnwi.se legislation. In state 
ail'air.-i, as well as in national matters, the 
peoide select tt o many politicians and not 
eniu^h statesmen for management of 
public trusts ; too many specialists and 
not eiK)u;;b men of jjcncral business ca- 
pacity ; too many men of " nearness," and 
not enough men of breadth of thou^rht 
and liberality, and too many men who 
have never learned the diflerence between 
economy and |)arsimony. Both of the 
great political parties contain the proper 
male;'ial for lej^islator.' : neither [)arty 
need go to the otlu r fui ^ucli reprc-t'nta- 
tives. When the people determine to 
send men to the General Assembly wiiose 
abilities and inclinations are am]>le to 
wrestle with the important questions of 
(itate-craft to be considered, much of the 
cost, inconvenience and adverse criticism 
of State administration, now existing, 
vdll be eliminated, and much more Rati-<- 
iaotory conditions prevail. The people 
are the sovereigns, and when they neg- 
lect their duty to the State, they cannot 
justly complain of the consequences.

The Pauper Counties of Kentucky 
Have Very Few Pikes— Some 
Interestiag Fignrts. 



[CovliiRtou Coin iiion wealth.] 
Of the counties ni Kcntncky cit'hty are 
paupers, drawing from the State Treafsury 
far more than they pay in, their deticien- 
cies being supplied by the solvent, or 
revenue paying counties. Tiiese eiKhtv 
paupers, including the large and rich 
county of Pulaski, can only boast of 9(34 
miles of turnpikes among them ; and 
that small milage is confined to twenty- 
one of the eighty. 

In the pauper counties not only is 
there an insignificant milage of pikes, 



but the same report is given in nearly 
every instance : ^'Roads bad ; roads not 
kept lip, good road law but not enforced," 
etc. On the other side, the thirty-nine 
solvent counties hsve over 7,000 miles of 
turnpikes and, in general, the reports 
from them are that their county roads 
are good. Do good roads and solvency 
go hand in hand ? It is certainly demon- 
strated, in Kentucky, that absence of 
pwes or of good roads, is to be met with 
only in the pauper sisters.. There inik;ht 
be a State issue in this aifestion worthy

Negroes Dying Ont. 

Coi.r.MniA.S. C, April 26.— At the meet- 
ing to-night of the ^uth Carolina State 
Medical Association, Dr. De Saussenre 
read a paper on the future of the negro 
in the United States. He aaid the race 
is dying out, and quoted from atatistics 
obtuned from the Charleaton Health 
Officer. In the seven yean extending 
from 18S0-87 inclusive, the average col- 
ored people of the city 28,730; deaths, 
8,032 ; births, 6,309. Among the whites, 
in about the same number ol population, 
the deaths were 3,895 ; births, 3,854. The 
seven years from 1887 to 1894 inclusive 
irave the following a.s to the negro popu- 
lation : Deaths. (".tW ; births, ti,701 .
